1. We’re bringing the Mint to you (oniine and from at 
ieast 6 feet away)

2. We value local artists—and want their work on our 
walls, too 


We’ve always known that Charlotte has a thriving and diverse arts community, and we 
love showcasing local talent for the world to see. Our Constellation CLT project has 
brought incredible local artists and their work into the museum, from the striking murals 
of Arko + Owl, to the mixed-media work of Nellie Ashford and the current exhibition by 
artist Katherine Boxall (seen above). 



3. We believe street art can make 18th-century sculptures 
even more impactful 

What do you get when you mix together an unfamiliar medium, a beloved local artist, and 
the desire to create something never seen before? You get Classic Black: The Basalt 
Scul pture of Wedgwood and His Contem poraries . This exhibition shows that 18th- 
century sculpture doesn’t have to be seen in stuffy halls, but rather in our galleries, 
surrounded by color and vibrant creativity. We love this exhibition so much and think it is 
so important, that we’re extending its run at Mint Museum Randolph to Jan. 3, so that if 
you missed it before the coronavirus pandemic, you’ll still have the chance to see it when 
we open our doors again.

4. We believe In community engagement, even when our 
doors are closed 


In the early days of the COVID-19 pandemic, members of the Mint’s community relations 
team packed 25 bags full of washcloths, deodorant, soap and snacks for students ages 









4-12 who are part of the museum’s Grier Heights Community Youth Arts Program. And 
thanks to an anonymous donor and Food Lion Stores, this spring the team distributed 
more than $2. 000 in gift cards and reusable Food Lion grocery bags to families of 
the students of the 16-year-old Grier Heights Community Youth Arts Program and to 
members of the west Charlotte community. 



5. We bring live performances to your living room 

While sheltering at home, we brought Live at the Mint to you with our first virtual event. 
Voice and Vision: Live at the Mint with Opera Carolina was a live virtual performance that 
featured Mint curator chats and singers from Opera Carolina serenading viewers with 
selections influenced by art from our collections. Missed it? Catch it here. 



6. We care about the kids this summer 

When the Mint had to cancel its beloved summer camp programs due to COVID-19, our 
dedicated learning and engagement team took lemons and made lemonade by 
launching virtual Creativity Kits. These allow families to still be creative at home and 
connect with the Mint’s talented art instructors. Check them out , starti ng at $30 for

7. We’re bringing augmented reaiity—and hard but 
necessary conversations about race—into the gaileries 


In partnership with AVO Insights, we joined with the Arts & Science Council and three 
other local art institutions—the Bechtler Museum of Modern Art, the Harvey B. Gantt 
Center for African-American Arts+Culture, and the Levine Museum of the New South—to 
bring augmented reality into museum galleries, adding another layer of depth to the 
visitor experience. After downloading the AVO app, visitors can hover their phone over 
select works of art and a quick video about the story behind the art will appear. We 
chose to hi ghlight five works from our collection that showcased race and the 
experience of being black in America. Until you can experience the augmented reality in 
person, check out all of the videos on our Mint Museum from Home site. 



8. We know art can be a catalyst for change 

Social unrest, protests and demonstrations challenge us to learn more about racism and 
the American experience of all citizens. Art can be social commentary as well as a way 
to learn about history, culture, and artists' lives. The Mint galleries and collections serve a 
purpose as a springboard for dialogue and reflection during these tumultuous times. For
